TH E ORGAN’S INTRICACIES. 


Some Int«'ivstlnK ('oiuiurntw ou tho V ari­ 
o u s 1‘itrta o f th o in stru m en t. 
Tho keyboard of a modern church , 
organ contains from 5S to Cl keys 
and is consequently l 1-2 to 5 octaves 
in compass. 
The lowest or bottom 
loft hand key is C. 
Now, counting j 
each octavo from tho left, it reads j 
thus: The lowest octavo is called tho 
“ CC” octavo, w ritten with two cap­ 
ital C’s; tho next is the “ tenor” oe- j 
tavo, w ritten with one capiital C ; I 
the next tho “ middle” octave, w rit­ 
ten with an italic C, with a figure 1 
over it—“ C l;” the next is tho “ tie- | 
bio” octavo, w ritten with an italic | 
C and a figure 2 over it—“ C 2;” tho j 
next is the “ alto” octave, w ritten | 
with an italic C and a figure 3 over 
it—**C3. ” 
Tho lowest octavo is sometimes i 
called tho “ busa octavo” or “ double j 
C” octave, and the GG is called tho 
“ gam ut G. ” 
T lieG of the tenor oc- j 
tavo is called also “ fiddle G, ” it giv- j 
mg the sound of G on tho open string ' 
of tho violin. Tho black keys are al- j 
ways called “ sharps,” never “ flats,” 
such as * F sharp,” not “ U flat.” 
If, then, any key is wrong, men­ 
tion it as follows: Tenor d on tho 
oboo is out of tune, etc., or middle a 
sharp on tho flute is out of tuno or 
weak, etc. 
If a note will not re­ 
spond to a koyw lien touched on any 
particular “ stop,” try another stop, 
and if it responds on that the first 
stop tried is out of order by its pipe 
not sounding. Then describe this so: 
Middle o on tho nielodia is “ off its 
speech.” 
When couplers are out of 
order, describe the position of the 
note and mention tho coupler thus: 
Teuor o “ swell to great” is “ off. ” 
A great organ separation is a con­ 
trivance used in organs of pneumatic 
key and stop action. 
By tho use of 
two pistons or buttons over the keys 
a player can “ separate” or silence 
all the great organ from tho other j 
manuals and instantly restore the j 
sound again. 
Thus suppose both i 
swell and choir wero coupled to the 
great organ and the player's hands | 
wero using tho great keys, and the j 
piece called 
for only 
tho swell 
and choir coupled, then pressing 
the button disconnects the great 
organ pro tom., so that it is silent, 
and the fingers need not bo taken off 
tho great keys, but bo kept on and 
ready for the sudden loudchango by 
pressing tho relieving button. 
A “ salicional, ” from Latin “ sali- 
oet, ” weeping, is tho French equiva­ 
lent for tho “ duleiana” in English 
and Am erican church organs. 
Tho 
“ vox angelica,” or “ angel voice,” is 
tho softest stop in tho organ. It does 
not come up to anything angelic that 
human Ix-ings know of other than 
tho quiet voice of conscience, tho lat­ 
ter being far more serviceable and 
cheaper. Tho “ vox celeste” is a stop 
tuned slightly “ out ot tuno” so as to 
pulsato or beat with any other stop 
played with it. It. has nothing to do 
with “ celestial voices, ” as far as 1 
know. 
We presume heaven is per­ 
fect and all nature us well, but any­ 
thing out of tuno offends the mu­ 
sician’s ear. 
Then wdiy encourage 
it? 
Tho vox angelica effect can bo 
got 
by playing 
on tho salicional 
with the swell closed. The best vox 
ooloste net out of tuno is tho “ trem ­ 
ulant. ’ 
Both tho angelica, 
co. 
losto arc e x c c t i^ j stops for indiffer­ 
ent players to moon about on for 
hours, but an overdose produces cold 
sweats and other changes, duo no 
doubt to tho tem perature of tho air 
above to where we are wafted. Both 
stops are expensive hut useless addi­ 
tions to church organs and probably 
never used more than twice a year, 
perhaps never.—Providence Jo u r­ 
nal.

WASHINGTON’S PARENTS. 


H I* f a t t i e r a M a k e r o f 1’ijj 
I r o n a tn l 111* 
M o th e r a S e c o n d W if e . 
Goorgo W ashington was born in 
W estmoreland county, Va., on Feb. j 
2*2, 1732, according to tho generally 
accepted stylo of reckoning time 
which has prevailed since 1752, or, 
according to the old style, on Feb. 
11, 1731-32. 
His mother, Mary Ball, 
was tho second wife of liis father, 
Augustine Washington, concerning 
both of whom a great deal of false 
history lius 
been written, 
while 
much that m ight have boon truth 
fully said of Augustine Washington 
has boon left unsaid by Marshall, 
Sparks, Irving and other biographers 
of George W ashington. 
Augustine W ashington has boon 
represented as a man of alm ost royal 
blood, us tho aristocratic descend­ 
ant of u titled English family. 
Be 
this as it may, August mo W ashing­ 
ton at tho tim e he married Mary 
Ball was engaged in m aking pig iron 
at Acookook 
furnace in Stafford 
county, Ya., about 15 miles from 
Fredericksburg, and lie was so en­ 
gaged when his son George was 
born, although he was then residing 
at Wakefield, in W estmoreland coun­ 
ty. 
Acookook furnace 
had 
been 
built by tho Prinoipo company, com ­ 
posed of English capitalists, as early 
as 1726 on land owned by Augustine 
Washington covering about 1,600 
acres aud containing iron ore, Au­ 
gustine W ashington, who was known 
as Captain Washington, becoming 
the owner of one-sixth of tho furnace 
property in consideration of the 
transfer of liis land to the company. 
Tlio Prinoipo company had other 
iron enterprises in Maryland. 
Captain W ashington visited Eng­ 
land in 1729 and 1730, chiefly in re­ 
lation to tho m anagement of Acoo- 
keok furnace. 
Returning to V ir­ 
ginia in May, 1730, ho wrote to his 
English partners on the 10th day of 
Ju ly that on his arrival ho found to 
liis great grief that his wife was 
dead. 
There is an autograph letter 
in the custody of the Maryland H is­ 
torical society w ritten at London on 
Oct. 2, 1730 by Joh n Wightwiek, one 
of tho English stockholders in tho 
Prineipo company, and addressed to 
Joh n England, tho com pany’s gen­ 
eral agent in Maryland and Virginia, 
which preserves tho above facts, and 
whieli also severely criticises Captain 
Washington for neglecting in his let­ 
ter of Ju ly 10 to inform his English 
associates whether or not ho would 
stick to a certain bargain ho hud 
made with them concerning tho 
m anagement of the furnaoo. 
Wo have boon unable to discover 
whether Captain W ashington kept 
his bargain to manago Acookook fu r­ 
naoo or not, but in Colonel William 
Byrd’s “ Progress of tho M ines,” 
w ritten in 1732, ho mentions “ Eng­ 
land’s iron minos, called so from the 
chief manager of tliom, though tho 
land belongs to Mr. W ashington.” 
Two miles distant from tho mines 
was tho furnace. 
Colonel Byrd says: “ Mr. W ashing­ 
ton raises tho oro and carts it thither 
for 20 shillings tho ton of iron that 
it yields. 
Besides Mr. W ashington 
and Mr. England there aro sovcv^ 
otlior persons in England Concerned 
in those works, ’ ’ 
Augustine W ash­ 
ington retained his interest in tho 
Prineipo company to tho tim e of his 
death in 1743, and this interest ho 
bequeathed to liis son Lawrence. 
In 1731 Augustine W ashington 
married for his second wife Mary 
Ball, a daughter of Joseph Ball, who 
resided in Lancaster county, Va., 
whore Mary Ball was born. Captain 
Washington did not m arry Mary 
Ball in England, as Benson .1. Les­ 
sing and numerous other inaccurate 
writers have stated, hut after liis 
visit to that country, during which, 
as has boen shown, his first wife 
died.— Iron and Steel Bulletin.

San Francisco, May 23.—A terrible 
report and concussion which was dis­

powder 
works at Pinole, 
across tlu* liay.

three-fourths inch from the bridge, 
and can la* done on any good slack- 
stringed instrument, but not on one 
on which the strings are very tight to 
procure the pitch. 
Can you give me 
an explanation of the character of 
vibrations brought into play in this 
case? I understand the philosophy of 
what Is termed harmonics, but they 
are always of a higher pitch than the 
natural tones. 
The tone is not a 
squeak nor a grating noise, but a 
good tone nearly as pure as can be 
made on any other part of the instru­ 
ment, and the instrument is a good 
one.”

diately;” then he would call to a sec­ 
ond boy, who would till the anim al’s 
m anger w ith the freshly cut green bar­ 
ley or no work. 
‘This goes ou all day and all night, 
M adge,” said m y father, w ith a laugh; 
“none of these anim als get any grain, 
au d they couldn’t grind it if they did, 
for their teeth are tem porarily blunted

An Interesting Letter. 


W e print below the follow extract 
from a letter written by Rev. J. C. 
Huntington, well known to many of 
our readers, to Rev. Edmands, of this 
city: 
“My plans for reaching Minnesota 
by May 1st and com ing in by the N. 
P. did not turn out as I had hoped. 
Work in the western part of Kansas, 
where failure of crope have reduced 
the people to destitution and almost 
starvation, called me there. 
I came 
here to do a little work and get a lit­ 
tle enjoyment at the same time. 
I 
visited last Sunday the famous Crip­ 
ple Creek and Bull H ill m ining towns. 
These are in the great gold producing 
section, and even made more famous 
last year by the scenes enacted with 
the miner's war. 
Jack Smith, known 
as Gen. Jack, a desperado and all 
around bad man, who led the miners, 
was shot by the marshal together 
with a companion. 
Ha had threaten­ 
ed to shoot the marshal on sight aud 
attempted to do so, but was uot suc­ 
cessful. 
This occurred the day I left 
there. 
The day before I preached 
twioe and 
attended 
two 
Sunday 
schools, and that n’ght slept in a 
board bunk not furnished with sheets 
or pillows, and it was occupied by 
three men and a W inchester rifle. 
There was a saloon each side of the 
ahanty going all night, and various 
alarms to keep me from resting, so I 
did not have the best of sleep. 
The 
ride by rail and stage over the moun­ 
tains was fine. 
Oq the “M idlaud” the 
road-bed rises 1000 feet in fivo miles 
and passes through eight tunnels. 
But tfie greatest experience I have 
had was ascending Pike's Peak by 
rail. 
The road I speak of to Cripple 
Creek goes half way round the moun­ 
tain, 50 or 60 miles, that town being 
on the opposite side from Colorado 
Springs, 
Tbe Pike Peak road 
is 
about nine m iles long, and in that 
distance rises over 8000 feet, about 
2000 feet higher than Mt. W ashington 
is above the sea level. 
Pike’s Peak 
is about 14000 feet above the sea. 
The air at the top was very rare, of 
course, and I found it 
difficult to 
breathe and move. 
The scenery in 
this wonderland is past description. 
The mountains, the gorges and can­ 
yons, the monuments of stone,- the 
suoless caverns, the mountain streams 
and water-falls—well they are God’s 
work, and what he does he does like a 
God. 
Saturday I go back to my mis­ 
sionary work and by June 1st hope to 
see Minnesota.”

Light. 
When the world was young, man 
was only a child, 
with a child’s 
thoughts. 
Probably the first man, at 
the close of the first day, was fright­ 
ened when darkness fell, and won­ 
dered whether the light would ever 
come again. 
And since, he has, like 
a child, been continually learning 
som ething about light. 
At one time 
he supposed the eye was the source 
of the light, because he saw nothing 
unless his oyes were open. 
The great 
philosopher, Newton, propounded the 
corpuscular theory, that lighl is an 
imponderable substance, whose colors 
depend on tho velocity of transmission 
Reflection he compared to the re­ 
bounding of an elastic body, while 
refraction was due to interstices in 
transparent bodies, which allowed tbe 
particles of light to pass through. 
This idea was accepted for many 
years, but has now been practically 
displaced by H uygen's undula ory 
theory, that light is propagated by 
tho vibrations of tho imponderable 
ether. 
On this theory the transmis­ 
sion of light is like that of sound, and 
a corollary of it is that there are lights 
of different colors, the variety of hue 
not being caused by varying velocities.
